So much money is spent on the housing accommoda- 
tion for members and their friends and the social 
activities of the club that a high membership fee be- 
comes necessary. 

In Chicago it is estimated that over a million people 
play golf every Saturday on the public courses, many 
of which are municipally owned. In Montreal efforts 
to establish any sort of a public course have so far 
failed. If golf appeals to children and the young men 
of seventy, it is due to the inherent attractiveness of 
the game rather than the social activities with which 
its playing has been associated in Janada, 

Golf facilities for five thousand of Montreal’s young 
people would mean an opportunity for these five thou- 
sand to spend twenty thousand hours in the great 
outdoors, fill their lungs with two hundred thousand 
draughts of pure air, kill millions of microbes and 
dispel myriads of worries, anxieties, irritations and 
bad tempers.

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AMERICA’S SALUTE 

ENERAL PERSHING arrives in England to-day, 

and with him a detachment of that American 

Army whose through the streets of 
London four years ago is still fresh in the 
memory of so many onlookers. All minds were filled 
then with the sense of a fellowship created by com- 
mon peril. We had been familar enough with the 
sentiment of Anglo-American unity in its literary 
forms, but new and strange emotions were stirred by 
the spectacle of it clothed in flesh and blood. The 
association of the two countries, not only in war, but 
in a war for that prineiple of liberty to which the 
itself a

history of both is consecrated, became in 
pledge for the future in the eyes of all who consider 
the great permanent interests of mankind. We have 
returned since those days to normal levels of feeling, 
and in publie inter-course we exchange eriticism, per- 
haps, more frequently than appreciation. But an 
event like the occasion of General Pershing’s visit 
brings confidence that the brotherhood of war was 
no mere interlude, and that the years of comrade- 
ship have bequeathed a legacy that will grow and not 
shrink with the passage of time. The mission of the 
American Commander-in-Chief is to lay upon the tomb 
of the Unknown Warrior in Westminster Abbey the 
Congressional Medal of Honour. This is the highest 
distinction that General Pershing’s countrymen can 
pay in gallantry of any kind. It is jealously guarded, 
and awarded with a sparing hand. By the terms of 
institution it is reserved for those who do, not their 
duty, but far more—for the generous and the prodigal 
in valour. In paying this tribute to the Unknown 
Warrior, the Ameriean people have saluted in terms 
of rarest honour, the whole company of our dead. 
No praise could have said more, and no form that 
was possible for it to assume could have furnished 
such acceptable or permanent witness.

The ruling of the superior court 

the decision yesterday of | 
Judge George R. Holbrook in the 
|Ontario Justice Court to the ef- 
|fect that the county ordinance } 
{limiting the weight of trucks and 
jthe loads they ‘carry does not 
apply on state highways will be 
watched with great interest. The 
decision is of vital importanee, 
for it means that unless the high- 
er court reverses the ruling, the 
| board of supervisors have no jur- 
isdiction over the state highways 
within the county. Judge Hol- 
brook gave his ruling when he 
sustained a demurrer filed by H. 
MeNeeley, driver of a truck for 
F. M. Granger, who was arrested 
on West A street beyond the city 
limits some weeks ago. He was 
represented in court here yester- 
day by Rodney 8S. Sprigg and 
Louis G. Guernsey of the Truck 
Drivers’ Association. Deputy 
District Attorney John L. Camp- 
bell at onee announced an appeal 
from the justice court decision in 
order to secure’a ruling from the 
superior court on the matter. 
Riverside and Orange counties 
have adopted ordinances similar 
to the one in this county and 
if the measures are held not to 
apply to state highways, then no 
power except the State Legisla- 
ture can prevent the breaking of 
the pavements by heavy trucking. 
The supervisors hold that the 
state limit is too high for roads 
of the character of the state high- 
ways. The motor vehicle act pro- 
vides ‘‘supervisors shall have the 
power to require a lighter load 
on county roads in their respee- 
itive counties’. Jndge Holbrook 
held that ‘‘county roads’’ in the 
meaning of the act are not ‘‘state 
highways.”’
